We sometimes need to be 
reminded that faculty 
members engage in teaching 
and research. Research is 
done primarily in the 
. om. summer months and 
therefore isn’t as visible as teaching or speaking in 
the community. But it is essential to the life of an 
academic institution, even one which emphasizes 
good teaching. Why? Because research keeps faculty 
current and competent in their disciplines. 


This is crucial for good teaching. Students must see 
their professors not just as teachers of a body of 
knowledge but as active participants in a discipline. 
Senior students may also assist faculty in their 
research and become collaborators in the process of 
exploration and discovery. Research is also impor- 
tant for the task of the College in the wider academic 
community, both Christian and secular. In order to 
advance knowledge from a Reformed Christian 
perspective, the academic work of the faculty must be 
recognized and respected by their colleagues in other 
institutions.

To facilitate faculty research we have done a number of 
things at Redeemer College. First, our teaching load is 
five or six courses per year rather than eight as in 
many other private institutions. Faculty are expected to 
spend at least 25% of their time in research. Second, we 
have developed a broad definition of research appro- 
priate to the diversity of disciplines at the College. 
Research or academic activity may include experiments, 
scholarly investigation and publication, artistic creation 
and performance or consultation and report prepar- 
ation. Third, the College supports scholarly activity 
through funding for travel and other costs related to 
research. 


In 1986-87, the College spent over $133,645 for fundable 
projects. These were submitted to SSHRC (Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council) of Canada 
under a Matching Grants Program, which provides 
reimbursement for 20% of cost of research paid by 
funds and private sources. Every one of these projects 
was accepted by SSHRC, which attests to the quality of 
the work of our faculty. During 1987-88, the amount 
spent on fundable projects rose to approximately 
$430,000. In addition, over $10,000 was spent to enable 
faculty members to participate in scholarly conferences. 
Finally, three faculty members were granted paid 
sabbatical leaves for extended research: Hugh Cook 
and Wytse van Dijk both for the entire year and John 
Bolt for a half-year. 


However, more needs to be done. There are still 
projects left undone for lack of funds; considerable 
amounts are also paid by faculty themselves, for ex- 
ample, to underwrite the costs related to the pub- 
lication of manuscripts. Therefore, the College has 
pledged to begin a research fund to which faculty can 
apply for special research projects and such things as 
publication expenses. This will encourage the faculty in 
their important academic work, enhance the instruction 
given to students and enable the College to make its 
contribution as a small Christian university in the 
world of higher education in Canada. ,
